A. According to the known Theorem for difco- 
vering the quantity of a degree in any Parallel 
of Latitude( wz. as Radius is ro the Codite of La- 
titude, fo is the quantity of a deg. of a grear Cir. 
cle of the Earth to that of deg. of the Parallel of 
Latitude given.) A deg. in the Parallel of Lati- 
tude of 60 deg. co min. will be 10 Leagues reck- 
oning 3 Englifh or Italian Miles toa League at 
Sea. asis ufual. Confequently the Circumference 
of thar Parallel of Latitude will be 3600 Lea- 
gues; which quantity of Leagues a Ship Steering 
due Eaft muft Sail before fhe can Arrive at the 
Place from whence fhe departed. And becaufe the 
Ship is {uppofed to Sail 4o Leagues every 24 Hours, 
fhe wiil appear to the Inhabitants of the Place from 
whence fhe depart-d to arrive there again after 90 
Days Sail, which will therefore be upon Sunday at 
Noon.

Pancalier to Cavours for the Conveniency of Fo- 
rage; Thar the French have ro Batalions in the 
Valley of Queyras and {o in the Valley of Barcelo- 
nette; That they Intrench the Pafs calid :he Col 
of Sr, Paul, which our Troops muft pais if they 
defign to March from Demont towards Guilleftre ; 
That their Generals feem very uneafy ; not know- 
ing which way the Allies intend to Attack their 
Country. They Write from Frankfoit, cthac part 
of the of the Imperial Army under the Count la 
Tour is on the other fide of the Rhine, but Count 
Gronsfelt has nor thoughr fit to pafs that River as 
he intended, to give time ro the Country People to
